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With reference to the attached letter from 
the American Consulate-General, requesting particulare 
of an Italian Subject Dominic FUNTANA, there is no 
record of this person on file at Police Headquarters. 

Enquiries reveal that Fontana, who is a 
married man with three children, resided in Shanghatf 
from 1925 until 1932, during which time he canducted 
an export and import business, 

Nothing is known to the detriment of his 
character and he has been deecribed as being reliable 
and straightforward. He was registered at the 
Italian Consulate-General in Shanghai. 

Father &. FONTANA, brother of Dominic Foutana, 
hae been the sudject af Police enquiries on various 
Occasions in the past and is known as a very shady 
Character. He ie an assaciate of Jose LIZARRAGA, a 
well known local criminal, and hase financed Many of 
Lizarraga's nefarious enterprises, later sharing in 


any profite accrued. 

Lizarraga and Father ¥F ntana emaszeed a 
considerable amount af money by removing quantities 
of cargo from north of the Soochow Creek during the 
local Sino-Japanese hoestitities, Lizarraga having 
obtained pasres from the Japanese military avthorities 
allowing him to engage in thie bueinesa, 

Dr. G. COSTANTINI, ic an attorney-at-law, 


with offices at 25 Rue Chu Pao San. He has no 


criminal record, but is generally regarded as a 
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very doubtful character. 

There ig no evidence to show that Dominic 
FONTANA has ever been connected with either hie 
brother Father Ewnest Fontana, or Dr. Costantini, 
and there is no reason to suspect that Dominic 


Fontana is not a law-abiding citizen. 
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I have tne henor to resuest all the intormetion 
Which you inmay suitably furnish me, regarcing the 
activities of iir. Doninic s‘ontana, an Italian subject, 
who tormerly resided st 754 nue Bourgseat, Shanshai. 

It is reported thst lr. fontana residec in this city 
from 1925 to 1932, thet during that period he conducted 
his own business dealings in vachak, thet his orother, 
Mather srnest Fontena, is a director of the Silesian 
Liissicen here in Shanzshai, and that he is on friendly 
terms with a Dr. Constantini of 25 lue Chirposan. 


itr. Fontana is now in Honekonrs where he has 
recently been dealins in scrap iron. 


Your assistance in this matter wiil be greatly 
appreciated.
